Hr. longer pointed Oat that sines sending to s.dxbers 
of the Ccaaittso the draft of CIO Directive ho. 10, ha had 
had a long talk with Qerefol Vsodsnberj; concerning certain 
ia.pl lent lone of that docuaent. General Vjndenberg had re- 
cognised the force of certain objections raised by hr. 
hanger,' particularly with regard to paragraph 2 cf the draft 
directive, and hid therefore re-aritten tha paper In an 
effort to ot\i*lu these utjocticns. Hr. Lun^r therefore 
eu^estci tha the o.-J;, r r.:l draft be disivd'---'«.i fc aud tUt 
the vCUJr.ittce devote itaai ’ catlicly to tU> iukiAsa dr-ft 
•which was put beioie thaa.' 


CIO Ko. 10 wus a prep caul for tha rcdol'initivn cf 
the powers cf the director 01 G fa j;t,rul i.jtvllib.«-..cc 
of the itfle-s, in the opinica of the ACI, v#ia net only un- 
objectionable but definitely desirable. It wao agreed that 
the Espsrtinsnt of *>tate should approve the proposal thi't the 
'Central Intelligence Group take over foreign oocret intelli- 
gence operations and the monitoring of foreign radio broad- 
casts. The only cjueotioniiblo part of tho directive was 
paragraph 2 dealing with the research and analysis functions 
of tha Central Intelligence Group which, in tho opinion of 
i!r. Longer and of other member# of ths Comal tie e, was still 
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tmttt i*f *c t ory in the revised draft. It was the unani- 
mous opinion of the AC I that the Department of St at# should 
not approve the cs sumption by the Central Intelll2er.ce Croup 
of research end analysis functions which eight impinge upon 
ths recognised sphere of responsibility qf tho Department 
or upon, tho work of the research, divisions of tho bopert- 
ment. Ifr. linger subedited to the Committee a suggested 
revision of paragraph 2 of the draft directive which would 
restrict th« research and analysis functions of th* CIO to 
such fields which were not presently being covored or which 
were being inadequately covered by existing agencies or 
which could bettor be performed centrally. It was agreed 
that at tha meeting of the Intelligence Advisory Board, Ur. 
hanger should present this revision and should attempt to 
••ours its acceptance by the Director of Control Intelligence.
